The young wife, who has been 
married scarce two months, feels that she 
is called upon to part with allthatto her 
seems worth living for, when she learns 
that ina few days her husband leaves for 
a four years’ voyage, What sad_ reflec- 
tions crowd upon her mind as she makes 
the necessary preparation for his depart- 
ure. She fears to think that death may 
overtake him ere the voyage ts ended, 
and that he may never return. She tries 
to be cheerful, at least to appear so, in 
the presence of her husband, but the un- 
bidden tears will gush forth and chase 
each other down her cheek, until at last 
she is compelled to retire to the privacy 
of her chamber, and there give vent to 
her feelings. And thus she goes on from 
day to day, until at last the dreaded hour 
approaches when they must part.—Who 
but the wife herself can describe her feel- 
ings at such a painful moment? Thank 
Heaven, we have neither experienced 
nor witnessed such a separation, and we 
hope we never shall. Four years! think 
of it ye who have your husbands, and 
friends, and all that go to make home 
happy year afier year; think what would 
be your feelings were you placed in lke 
Situations with our Nantucket women. 
We will not attempt to describe the an- 
guish of parting: language would fail us 
were we to attempt it. None but those 
who have passed through such a trial can 
tell us how much they suffer. How 
gloomy does every thing appear as night 
draws nigh to the lonely wife. How 
does the merry laugh of a passer-by 
grate upon her ear; forto her it seems 
downright sacrilege to be gay at such a 
moment. But if the approach of night is 
gloomy, what must her feelings be when 
she retires to her chamber for t!e night? 
Sad and long are the hours of that night, 
and morning finds her very little more 
resigned than she was the night previous. 
Time moderates her grief, but never 
obliterates her feelings of sadness. Month 
after month passes away, and the time 
has arrived when her husband ought to 
be heard from. Each whaling report is 
perused with anxiety and fear, in hopes 
that intelligence may be gleaned of the 
absent one. But she is doomed to fur- 
ther disappointment; there is no news for 
her. For several months more she is 
kept in suspense, fearful that the next in- 
telligence will be that the ship in which 
he embarked is lost.

VOLCANO OF MAUNA LOA, 

The Missionary Herald for December, con- 
tains the following letterfrom Mr. Coan at the 
Sandwich Islands, giving an interesting account 
of the recent eruption of the Voleano of Mauna 
Loa :— 

On the morning of January 10th, be- 
fore day, we ‘ 
fire near the 


discovered a small beacon 
suunmit of Mauna Loa, di- 
rectly in the rear of our station, about 
thirty distant. This was 
found to be a new voleano, bursting out 
on the northeastern slope of the moun- 
tain, at an elevation of near 13,000 feet. 
From this time the eruption increased in 
magnitude and intensity, from day to day, 
ull it presented a scene of sublime splen- 
dor, disgorging vast columns of fiery fluid 
which rolled in a broad, burning river 
down the side of the mountain. Subse- 
quently the lava appeared to burst out at 
several different points lower down the 
mountain, from whence it flowed off with 
burning fury in the direction of Mauna 
Kea, filling the valley between the moun- 
tains with a sea of fire, and throwing a 
broad sheen of light upon the heavens. 
Some of our nights have presented scenes 
sublimely grand and fearfully magnificent. 
The position of the eruption is such that 
it can be distinctly seen from the window 
of our dormitory, so that we can lie on 
our couch and watch the fantastic and 
ever varying action of the fires from eve- 
ning to morning. The rapid disgorge- 
ment of the gory flood, the lofty rising of 
brilliant pillars—like burning brass—the

During the great and ceaseless dis- 
gorgement which we witnessed for seve- 
ral successive weeks, it seemed probable 
that the lurid flood would not cease to 
roll all it had found its way to the ocean ; 
and from the position of the eruption and 
the face of the intervening country, 
there was no point where this terrific 
messenger seemed so likely to reach the 
coast as at our station, coming as it did, 
from a spot exactly in the rear of us, and 
elevated more than 12,000 feet above us.

Afier Dr. Parish had finished reading 
the Bible to him, he said : 

*} have looked to the Lord Jesus 
Christ for merey, and have hope, sir.” 

Next day he gradually grew weaker 
and weaker, until death at last released 
him from his sufferings. 

It is a pleasant reflection to his friends, 
that almost his last wishes were expressed 
on behalf of his slaves. Aud I may add 
here, that when we crossed the Atlantic 
together in 1822, he told me expressly 
that he was determined to free his slaves 
and provide for them after his death; 
and that he would have made them free 
during his lifetime, if he could be con- 
vinced that their real happiness would be 
increased by it; but he said he thought 
that they were happier under bis own 
paternal government whilst he lived. 

Thus died John Randolph of Roan- 
oke, and it may be truly said that Virgin- 
ja lost, in him, one of her most fanhful 
children and brightest ornaments. "That 
he had his faults and bis fathnes, his best 
friends must admit 5 but they who knew 
the nature of his) physical sufferings, 
were ever willing to east the mantle of 
charity over these weaknesses of poor 
human nature.

We mentioned last week that Mr. Abbott had 
resigned his pastoral charge at Nantucket, and 
was about to take up his residence in the city of 
New York, to be associated with his three broth 
ers, in aschool recently established by them in 
thatcity. The following notice of Mr. Abbott’s 
intended change, from the Nantucket Inquirer, 
will be interesting to his friends, and must be 
grateful to hin: 

* On Sunday last this gentleman communica- 
ted to the North Congregational Soc iety, (the 
highly esteemed pastor of which he has been 
fer alittle over two yeafs) the saa intelligence 
that physical weakness compelled him to ask 
for a dissolution of his cennection with them 
Notwithstanding it was generally known that 
Mr. A. intended to make the request he did, 
many of his hearers were affected even to tears, 
and we doubt notevery person within the house 
felt sorrowful at the thought that he. was about 
to leave them, perhaps never to return, The 
most perfect harmony has alw ays subsisted be- 
tween Mr. Abbott and everv individual connect- 
ed with his society.

Presence of Mind.—On the 17th ult. as Mr. 
Charlies Birciay, foreman of the quarnes in the

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AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 


A great work remains to be accomplished for 
the youthful population of our country. Even 
common school education is widely neglected, 
and almost unavoidably so, in many large and 
populous States, Its true value is not under- 
stood, and many individuals and communities 
glory in their ignorance, through misapprehen- 
sion of the benefits of knowledge. But, there 
are difficulties, arising from the sparseness of | 
the population in many instances—from the de- | 
ficiency of qualified teachers—from the poverty 
of settlements newly made, and from other | 
sources, which can never be obviated, except by 
the intervention of Sabbath schools. For exam- | 
ple, a report was made to the Legislature of In- | 
diana a few years since, of whose correctness 
we have heard no doubt expressed, that “ not | 
more than one in six of the population under fif- 
teen years could read, and that of the teachers 
employed, some were profane, some intemper- 
ate, and some notoriously debauched.” 
other States things are no better. Nor are they 
likely to be, till some great moral effort is made 
to effect a change.

Such an effort will never 
ve made, except by those who act under the 





commanding influence of Christian principle. 
And when men thus influenced take hold on 
the enterprise in earnest, it will sueceed; be- 
cause to inspire a love of knowledge, the heart 
as well as the understanding is to be address- 
ed ;—and it belongs only to good men, to exer- 
cise the patience and self-denial requisite to 
congregate the children, and pour upon their 
minds the light of “ wisdom,” and kindle in their 
bosoms the flame of a praise-worthy emulation, 
For this, the Sabbath is the time, and the 8.

It is known to many of our readers, that an 
effort is now making, by the respected Presi- 
dent of this College, to relieve its embarrass- 
ments. We hope that his exertions will meet 
with a cordial response from our churches, and 
from affluent individual Christians. We are | 
aware that thesight of an agent has become re- 
pulsive to many persons, But, instead of giving 
way to this feeling of disgust, which is always 
strongly enforced by the native covetous- 
ness of our hearts, we must learn to make dis- 
criminations ; we must distinguish such men as 
the agents of the Foreign and Home Mission 
and Education Societies, from the ill-qualified 
afd irresponsible lecturers and agents of the 
thousand and one self-constituted associations 
of the present day.

We have seen no evidence that the churches 
are yet prepared to dispense with agents.

are intersected by many beautiful valleys, 
through which flow streams larger and smaller, 
from the distant ane lofty mountains beyond. 
These mountains must be of great elevation, as 
I observe even at this date, immense fields of 
snow upon them. A few days ago, I rode in 
company with Mr. and Mrs. Bliss and Mr. 
Johnson, several miles along one of these 
streams toward its source, and was enchanted 
with the scenery. I have never seen it surpass- 
ed in any other country—not even in my own. 
You cannot conceive how pleasing it was to my 
eye, which has so long been accustomed to the 
parched hills around Smyrna. ‘The people how- 
ever, who inhabit these charming region have no 
taste for their natural beauties, and simply for 
the reason that they have no relish for moral 
beauties. Let them once become acquainted 
with the glorious author of the landscapes amid 
which they dwell, and learn to love His Holy 
Jaw, and then with what rapture will they gaze 
upon these works of His hands. 

“Trebizond retains its ancient name—the 
same it had when Xenophon came here with the 
“ten thousand” on his famous retreat from Mes- 
opotamia, years before Christ. The same kind 
of honey which sickened his soldiers and pro- 
duced such consternation among them, is still 
found here; its deleterious qualities being de- 
rived froin a flowering shrub which the bees fre- 
quent, and which now (as then) grows abun- 
dantly. 

“The difference between the climate here 
and at Smyrna is great. Since leaving Con- 
stantinople IT have found it sufficiently cool. 
Indeed, upon the sea, | was compelled one eve- 
ning to borrow the Captain’s overcoat. I had 
not a thonght of the change of temperature | 
was to experience when I left Smyrna, and 
therefore brought with me no other than sum- 
mer clothing, Situated as Trebizond is, upon 
the Black Sea, it is subject more or less to rains 
at all seasons of the year; and cloud is quite as 
commot as sunshine even in summer; while at 
Smyrna, deriag the hot months, an entirely 
clondy day is hardly dreamed of. The east and 
northeast winds bring fair weather here, while 
the west and northwest are the rainy quarters,— 
I find from the observations made by Dr. Smith 
during the month just ending, that the thermom- 
eter has averaged in the morning 70—at noon 78 
—and in the evening 72. 

“The larger portion by far of the population 
of Trebizond is Mahomedan. Among the Ar- 
mentins here as at Constantinople, there 1s\ evi- 
dently an interesting state of religious inquiry. 
A striking feature inthe work is that the mind 
of the awakened are turned at once to the Holy 
Scriptures.

We have no facilities for 
accurately comparing the whole number of stu- 
dents at present embraced within the Colleges 
of New England, with the aggregate of six years 
ago. Our pression 1s strong that such a com- 
parison would show a considerable decrease ; 
that the sum total is possibly, not more than

HISTORY OF THANKSGIVING. 
An antiquarian friend has reminded us, that 
the interesting notice of the history ofthe great 
New England festival of Thanksgiving, which 
we lately copiea from the Courier, was incom- 
plete, in not carrying back the origin and peri- 
odical observance of the festival, as far as au- 
thentic records will justify; and has referred us 
to an article in Coleman's Christian Antiquities, 
on the ‘Sacred Seasons of the Puritans, pre- 
pared by a distinguished antiquary and historian, 
Rev. Joseph B. Felt, of this city. We were not! 
aware that this portion of New England history 
had been so thoroughly investigated, as it ap- 
pears to have been by Mr. Felt in this article, 
which is a very valuable addition to Mr. Cole-| 
man’s volume, as embodying the results of care 
ful and eritical inquiry upon a subject which 
ought to interest every New England Christian. 
According to Mr. Felt’s view, the Puritans 
brought with them to these shores, with their 
hopes and fears and purposes of piety, a strong 
sense of the obligation to continue, in their new 
residence, the observance of feasts and thanks- 
givings, although they intended to and did cast | 
off such forms, as to holydays, as they thought | 
were not in accordance with the simplicity of | 
the gospel. Even those who came not as sepa- 
ratists from the Church of England, who were 
called Church Puritans, avowed their object in 
coming here to be, to‘ practise the positive part 
of church reformation.” John Robinson and his 
flock at Leyden, held that no holydays should be 
observed but Sabbaths and occasional fasts and 
thanksgivings; and before forsaking England to 


make their home in America, they had several 





seasons of fasting and prayer, preparatory to 
the enterprise. Thus the planters at Plymouth, 
while they rejected fixed forms and holydays 
which they thought contributed to the relapse of 
Protestantism to Papacy, yet felt obligated to 
observe fasts and thanksgivings, as suited to 
benefit them and their posterity. Gov. Endicot, 
who came to Salem in 1628,—tho’ he had not en- 
tirely separated from the conformists —and those 
who followed him the next year, fell in with 
these views, and practised upon them; as did 
likewise, for the most part, the subsequent emi- 
grants to Massachusetts. 

Fasts and Thanksgivings—and in the polity 
of both State and church in the early days of 
New England, these sacred seasons went to- 
gether—were originally appointed by civil au- 
thority. In Plymouth the practise was em- 
bodied in a law of 1637—* that it be in the pow- 
er of the governor and assistants to command 
solemn daies of humiliation by fasting, and also 
for thanksgivings as occasions shall be offered.” 
In Massachusetts, fasts and thanksgivings were 
ordered by the Governor, and sometimes by the 
Council in their own name. Mr. Felt states 
that the first printed document of this class, in 
the Massachusetts archives, is 

“At a Council held at Boston September 
Sth, 1670. The council taking into their seri- 
ous consideration the low estate of the churches 
of God throughout the world, and the increase of 
sin and evil amongst ourselves, God’s hand fol- 
lowing us forthe same. Do, therefore, appoint 
the two and twentieth of this instant September, 
to be a day of public humiliation throughout 
this jurisdiction, and do commend the same to 
the several churches, elders, ministers and peo- 
ple, solemnly to keep it accordingly; hereby 
prohibiting all servile work on that day. 

By the Council, 
Epwarp Rawson, Secret.”

Burnet’s 
proclamation for Thanksgiving in 1728, as the 
first which the editor had discovered. 

Upon inquiry of Mr. Felt—who is perfectly 
familiar with our State records—we have ob- 
tained a copy of a proclamation of a date as 
early as 1067, which we have no doubt our rea- 


ders will be interested to see. We transfer it, 


therefore, to our columns. Itis as follows :— 


* Att a Gerall Court, held in Boston the 9th 
of October, 1667. 

Forasmuch as it hath pleased the Lord gra- 
tiously to continue our peace and libertyes and 
kept off the common enemy of our Nation from 
infesting our Coasts and habitations and hath 
also blessed the fruites of the earth this last 
Summer ina plentifull encrease thereof togeth- 
er with many other mereye 8, the sence whereof 
doth moue this Court to appoint the fifth of No- 
vember next to be kept as a day of solermne and 
humble thanksgiving voto Almighty God and 
doe commend it vnto the respective Churches, 
Biders, Ministers and people within this Juris- 
diction to keepe the same accordingly. The 
Magistrates have past this j 
deputyes hereto consenting 

Ith Oct. 1667, how. Rawson, Sec’y. 

Consented to by the Deputyes, . 
Winttiam Torrey, Cleric.” 

There was a suspension of the custom of ap- 
pointing Thanksgivings, on the part of the colo- 
nial suthorities, during the presidenc y of Sir 
Edmund Andros, from 1086 to 1080 He, as 
Mr. Felts ives, being zealous to promote the ob- 


servances of the natronal church, had no disposi- 
tion to order those of the Puritans. 
There were pen ilties for not observing these 


sacred seasons.” The laws of both Plymouth 


and Massachusetts inflicted fines, or public 
Whipping, for neglect of public worship, which 
probably included Thanksgivings. A law was

The papers narrate a melancholy event which 
took place in the village of Willersey, Glous- 
tershire, where, in consequence of a fire break- 
ing out in a private house, occupied by eleven 
persons, no less than seven of the inmates were 
burned alive! 


Ireland.—The State Trials have been ad- 
journed until the J5th of J wnuary,and O'Connel 
has retired for a while to his * mountain home 
at Derrynane.
